same. The deaf graduates from the 

lip-reading schools will remain deaf- 
mutes in nature as lo society, clc, as 
mulaltoes, quadroons and octoroons 
remain negro in blood and don't mix 
much with white society. They are 
know n in the south as white nej 

We don't expect, much reliability 
from the next national census. 
1 -masters of the deaf would 
prove to be the best mediums in col- 
lecting evidence in the matter, and 

should compare the Statistics, if they 
take pains lo search the records. An 
early mention of deaf-mutes in the 
world's history is made ill the bible: - 
Psalm \\\\ iii..

When I made the statement at IV\- 
icr Hall that I would request the Gal- 
laudet Society to join the above Kos- 
ton Society, it was my intention to re- 
only the members individually, 
not the society as a society. 

I was then .an enthusiast in progress 

among the Boston deaf-mutes, tun! 

that led me to make remarks loencour- 
irganiiation and promote har- 
mony and good feeling. 

The Oaliaudet Society was not or- 
ganiaed to oppose (he Boston Societj 
so-called represented by Messrs. Tii- 
linghast and Lyndeand Messrs. Story, 
Brooks and Brimmea. It was made 
because an organized religious and li- 
terary society was wanted. All the 
trouble it Buffered came from the so- 
called Boston Society people, Who tip- 
proved the organisation, ami after- 
wards, owing to its siiecess, found 
cause to regret. 

The GaUaudet Society is getting 
popular among the people whj hear, 
ms well as among deaf-mutes at home 

and tibroad. It Was named in honor 

of our benefactor, Rev, Thomas 11. 

(iallaudcl, and was brought up es- 
pecially by those who have been to 

Kendall Green, -Washington, I). C.
